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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 12/9/2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. In response to the Applicant's argument that multiple flanges are 
somehow contradictory, the Examiner disagrees. The Examiner fails to see how the 
suggestion of two flanges for the type of device claimed or any component is inherently 
contradictory, as the Applicant seems to assert. In the Examiner's opinion the portion of 
230 labeled as a flange in the rejection over the current claims clearly fits the definition 
provided by the Applicant on 8/31/2005. 

2. With respect to the Applicant's argument concerning the top edge of the base, 
the Applicant appears to be reading limitations from the specification into the claims. 
The claims require that the flange be "formed along an upper edge of the base". It is 
clear from Fig. 1 of Matsuoka that the upper part of 230 referred to as the flange is 
located in contact with an "upper edge of the base" (221 ). The term "upper" merely 
requires that the flange be "higher in physical position" than some other reference point 
not claimed (http://www.m-w.com/dictionary/upper). Not the "top edge" as the Applicant 
states in his arguments. 

3. With respect to the Applicant's argument that the flange is lacking holes, the 
Examiner refers the Applicant to the response to this issue in the previous office action 
dated 10/12/2005. Fig. 2 omits the ventilation holes for the purpose of simplicity, but 
Fig. 8 clearly teaches that the panel 230 has holes. It is unable to determine from Fig. 8 
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if the flange formed by the upper portion of 230 also has holes. It is believed that the 
airflow lines of Fig. 1 clearly teach that the flange does in fact have holes allowing air to 
through the flange.
